The proposed amendment to the Claims would be entered if submitted in a separate, timely filed amendment. However, Claims 27-30 
would stand rejected under 35 USC 103 (a) as being unpatentable over Whitby'787 (US 5,144,787) in view of Remensperger (US 
3,915,282); and further in view of Gotthardt et al. (1,808,134). Note that the output end (14) of Gotthardt's conveyor moves along a fixed 
lateral axis passing through the center of the threaded screw (37).
